I reached Corfu on the 18th of April, and re- 


| ceived a most cordial welcome from Mr. and 
| Mrs. Love. Other friends soon called, and among 
these were two dear young ladies who had belong. 
ed to my bible-class, and whose hearts we trust 
the Lord has opened to attend to the things which 
-had been spoken. I was delighted to see the 
| progress they had made in religious things. With 
deep interest and much anxiety I had watched 
over the first opening of ‘their hearts to God. I 
had seen the silent tear, and heard the suppressed 
sigh, but [ was scarcely prepared to see, after the 
absence of a few months, such a development of 
‘character, such strength of christian principle, 
/and such a resolution to follow the Saviour, in a 
| place where all is dissipation, vanity and show. I 
|thanked God and blessed the conduct of his grace, 
|which had brought our dear friends, Mr. and Mrs. 
| Love here, under whose fostering care these ten- 
\der lambs had been nourished and fed. I had no 
sooner arrived, than I was asked by both these 
| young friends, if I would meet with them again 
|as I used to do, and explain to them the script- 
ures? Miss P. said “ These meetings I will nev- 
er forget.” It was with feelings of no common 
interest, that I commenced again a bible class for 
young persons, composed chiefly of those who had 
regularly attended before I left Corfu. Besides 
this class, | have another for the scholars of the 
school. Of this school, I ought to say a féw 
words,

gaged in the government school ; but God, in his 

wisdom, and, I trust, in mercy too, purposed oth- 

erwise.

ithat there existed serious objections to my being 


employed in the government school. I express- 
‘ed my surprise, and wished to know the reasons 
‘for these objections. I afterwards learned from 
Lady Douglas, the wife of the Governor, and oth- 
ers, that being connected with the Baptist mis- 
sionaries, and being myself a Baptist, formed the 
chief objection. It was sneeringly said in regard 
‘tome, “ Give her a Bible, and set her down with 
la class of girls before her ; she will do for that, 
|but we do not wanta teacher of that kind.” Yes, 
thanks to my heavenly Father, this is the employ- 
ment my soul delights in, and I rejoiced in being 
counted worthy to suffer any thing for the bless- 
ed truth of the gospel. It isasmall matter to 
have our names cast out as eyil, for our adherence 
to his cause. May we be enabled to walk worthy 
of such a high and honorable vocation! I was 
thus happily set free from all trammels in giving 
‘religious instruction, and readily and with pleas- 
‘ure entered into Mr. Love’s proposal of opening 
a school without delay in his house. This pro- 
posal was well received by a number of the pa- 
‘rents of my former pupils, and in fifteen days af- 
‘ter my arrival, commenced with six séholars. 
These have now increased to fifteen, and the pros- 
pect of success and usefulness opens wide and far 
‘before us. I hope in my next, to be able to give 
‘an encouraging account of this.small beginning. 
‘In the mean time, permit me to express a hope 
‘that the Board will take into their kind and pray- 
‘erful consideration the proposal Mr. Love is ma- 
| king, to have an institution for orphan and desti- 
‘tute children in Corfu.* We cannot but think 
‘that the whole of this plan will commend itself, 
‘and draw forth the sympathies and approbation of 
‘this Board, and secure a favorable answer. Ifso, 
it will be my privilege to devete myself with af- 
fectionate interest to promote its well-being in ev- 
ery possible way. Iam now quite well in health, 
and much improved by my visit home. I seem 
|to have returned to my work with renewed ener- 
igy, and some sweet desires to live more to the 
‘honor of Him, who has so graciously condescend- 
‘ed to employ me in his blessed cause. We have 
‘all been delighted at the arrival of Mr. and Mrs. 
Buel, and considered it an evidence that prayer 
‘has been heard, and that God has designs of mer- 


cy to this people.

There is diversity in the condition of churches, | 
as well as individuals,

Ilere isthe tall cedar that breasts and defies 
the tempest, and there the lowly hyssop that 
springeth out of the wall.

They 
were buried yes‘erday in Great Mount Cemetery, and were 
followed to the grave by a large number of the former 
playmates. 

The cabinet maker’sshop of Mr. McCoul, on North Gay 
street, was burned down this morning. 


Mvrper or Two Men.—We learn from one of our re- 
porters that Mr. Boorman, superintending the fortifications 
now in progress at the Narrows, had a boat stolen on Sat- 
urday night; and yesterday morning he despatched two 
men, named Christopher Dunnigan, Jeremiah Lucy or Loo.
